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MEN’S BASKETBALL - 2008-'09 SYNOPSIS 


Under the guidance of veteran coach John 
Dore, the 2008-09 Concordia Stingers 
men’s basketball team ran up an overall 
record of 21-9 and spent the entire year 
ranked in the CIS Top 10. 


The Stingers won their third Quebec champi- 
onship in five years with an exciting 79-76 
victory over the UQAM Citadins before an 
overflow crowd at Concordia gym on March 
5. They also knocked off the pesky McGill 
Redmen by a score of 80-63 in the conference 
semifinal. 


This is the 17th conference title for the Sting- 
ers since Concordia University was formed 34 
years ago. It is also the 11th regional title for 
the team since head coach John Dore took 
over the program in the 1989-90 season. 


Concordia ran up a 19-4 record against CIS 
competition, including a 14-4 run through 
the QSSF. The Stingers spent part of the 
season battling top NCAA/NAIA teams, 
including Rhode Island and Brigham Young 
University. It was a challenging venture with 
just one win and five losses. But the team 
thoroughly enjoyed the experiences, and it 
helped prepare the Stingers for the CIS 
season. Coach Dore has a tradition of seeking 
out top U.S. teams — Duke and Connecticut in 
2006 for example - as part of his season 
schedule. 


Long-time followers of the Stingers likely 
expected a stronger showing from the team 
in the early going, especially when the team 
had a 6-4 win-loss record in Quebec play at 
the end of January. A number of key players 
struggled with injuries, and the team did not 
adapt well to the Quebec conference’s new 
back-to-back games approach. 


“Early on, we were a little disjointed,” Dore 
said. “We seem to have settled down. In the 
last month and a half we won eight games in 
a row.” 


The Stingers that will compete in the CIS Final 
8 are athletic, intense and composed. 


“The best way to describe us is we're a very 
athletic team,” Dore says. “Down the stretch 
we played with patience and poise. We win 
all our close games. Mentally, we are very 
tough.” 


Team captain and fifth-year veteran Dwayne 
Buckley had a similar take. 


“We're fast,” he said, “and we play in-your- 
face defence. At the nationals we're there 
talent-wise. For us to win, we have to play 
harder and smarter than the other teams.”

Of course, Quebec MVP point guard Damian 
Buckley will be the centre of attention since a 
lot of people consider him the best guard in 
Canada. But the Stingers are not a one-man 
team and there’s a strong leadership group 
that shapes the program. 


“For sure Damian is our leader,” Dore said. 
“But there’s a good nucleus of guys that are 
very close, and it’s that unit that makes us 
strong as a team.” 


In particular, Dore refers to the three fifth- 
year players with the team — Quebec defen- 
sive player of the year Jamal Gallier, forward 
Dwayne Buckley and shooting guard Levi 
Vann. 


Much of the 2008-09 campaign has: been 
devoted to getting these three guys a 
Quebec championship and another shot at a 
national title. 


With seven athletes who have been at CIS 
nationals before, Concordia brings a lot of 
experience and poise to the court. It bodes 
well for them. 


“To succeed you to have to play great 
defence and play mistake-free basketball,” 
said Dore, “because with this draw anyone 
can beat anyone on any given day.”

In 2008-09, John Dore led the Concordia Stingers to their third Quebec title in five 
years. The team finished in first place with a 12-4 win-loss record and spent the 
entire season ranked in the CIS Top 10. 


At Concordia University, where he has been the head coach since the 1989-'90 
season, Dore has taken the Stingers to the national championship tournament 11 
times. He won the national crown in 1990 and placed second in 1995 and 2005. 


In the fall of 1995, he was named University Coach of the Year by the Foundation for 
Quebec University Athletics. He has been named the outstanding coach in the 
Quebec Student Sports Federation conference on 12 occasions, including the 2009 
season. In 1991, he was named Men's Basketball Coach of the Year by the Canadian 
Interuniversity Athletic Union. 


Dore's involvement in basketball doesn't stop at Concordia University. He has been 
at the helm of several national teams, including Canadian entries at World Univer- 
sity Games (Universiade) and the Macccabiah Games. As well, he was president of 
the National Association of Basketball Coaches of Canada and an international 
committee member of the National Association of Basketball Coaches, U.S.A. 


Despite all his commitments, Dore also values any time he can spend with young 
children and teenagers. Perhaps it is because of his 14 years as chairman of the 
Physical Education Department at St. George's High School and his work with the 
Quebec provincial team and the Vanier College Cheetahs. Whatever the reasons, 
Dore never passes on an opportunity to help out at a basketball clinic. In fact, he has 
his Stingers volunteer at several each season. He encourages all his players to work 
with youth and has seen many of his current players and graduates get involved 
with groups like the YMCA and Sun Youth, and take on coaching duties at local high 


schools.

Brief Sketch 


* Damian hit a personal milestone this season. He recorded his 1,000th career point in 
QSSF regular season play on Feb. 7, 2009 in a game versus the Laval Rouge et Or. It took 
him 56 games to reach the mark. 


* At the end of the 2009 regular season, Buckley’s career stats were 113 games played 
for 1932 points. He scored another 43 points in the two Quebec playoff games, bring 
his career total to 1975 in 115 games. He needs 25 points at the CIS Final 8 to reach the 


2000-point mark. 


+ Damian earned a lot of praise when Concordia took on some tough U.S. competition 
last fall. Against top NCAA teams like Utah State (23 points and seven steals) and Rhode 
Island (26 points), he proved he can compete with the best. 


* Buckley was with Canada's Development Men's National Team last June. He played a 
key role in Canada’s 82-72 win over the U22 All-Star Italian Team (Selezione Lega 
Nazionalle Pallacenestro). He chipped in 14 points for Canada, along with three 
rebounds and two steals in the game 


+ The Concordia Stingers were fortunate to land Buckley in the fall of 2005. He had a lot 
of interest from NCAA schools and seriously considered an offer from a Division 2 
school in Florida. It was a difficult choice for him, but eventually he decided to stay and 
play with the Stingers and brother Dwayne. 


- Buckley is a two-time CCAA all-Canadian out of the Vanier College basketball program.

Brief Sketch 


* 2007-08 should have seen Dwayne Buckley emerge as a force in CIS basketball. Instead it was a 
tough, injury-plagued campaign that saw him play some non-conference games but miss every 
Quebec league matchup. He had major knee surgery last spring and only started playing again 
this fall. It’s been an arduous comeback to say the least. 


* Dwayne’s best game in a Stinger uniform was Sept. 2, 2007 when he led the Stingers to an 
electrifying 86-82 win over the Illinois Fighting Illini at Concordia gym. He was the leading scorer in 
the game with 28 points. He went 10 for 14 from the field, including two three-pointers. He also 
went six for seven from the free-throw line. 


* This is Dwayne’s third trip to the CIS men’s basketball national championships. His first year 
(2005) he was part of Concordia’s national championship run that ended with a silver medal in 
Halifax. In 2007, his Stingers went into the tournament seeded No. 1 but were upset in the first 
round by the Saint Mary’s Huskies. They went on to win the consolation final, beating the No. 2 
seeded UBC Thunderbirds 95-92. 


* Dwayne has been a winner with every program he has been involved with. He won three high 
school Quebec championships and four provincial championships in community basketball with 
the Sun Youth Organization. At Vanier College, he was the Cheetahs MVP and Male Athlete of the 
Year in 2004.

Dwayne is coming off of reconstructive knee surgery. He is getting better and better in each game 
we play.

Brief Sketch: 


Despite playing only 25 minutes a game, Jamal is the top rebounder on the Stingers and one of the 
top in the QSSF. In conference play he was third overall with 7.4 rebounds a game. He ranks second 
in defensive rebounds with 83 which is just one behind the conference leader, Laval’s Jerome 
Routhier, who had 84. 


Jamal earned himself double-doubles fairly often. He had three in the regular season, including an 
exceptional outing versus the McGill Redmen on Jan. 17. That night he had 17 rebounds and 19 
points in an 82-69 victory. He also had a double-double in the QSSF semifinal victory over McGill. 


Jamal is one of three fifth-year players on the Stingers. The team is rallying around him, Levi Vann 
and Dwayne Buckley, hoping to give them another shot at a national title. Jamal was with the 2005 
team that won a silver medal, losing the final game to the Carleton Ravens. In 2007, his Stingers 
went into the tournament seeded No. 1 but were upset in the first round by the Saint Mary's Huskies. 
They went on to win the consolation final, beating the No. 2 seeded UBC Thunderbirds 95-92. 


Jamal follows in the footsteps of his older brother Bryan Daley, who had an outstanding career at 
Concordia as a defensive lineman with the Stingers football team in the late 1990s, including the 
Vanier Cup finalist team in 1998. Daley is now in his fourth season as defensive line coach with the 


Stingers. 


Comments from head coach John Dore: 


Jamal is another player that has really improved. You expect him to be our leading rebounder and 
score in double digits. He moves extremely well for a guy his size and has great hands. 


He is an all-round player with deceptive speed for a six-foot-seven, 270-pound athlete. He 
anticipates the ball well and gets his hands on a lot of rebounds, blocks and steals.

+ Levi has been hampered in ankle problems all season. He saw limited playing time in five 
conference games this season. He’s been with the Stingers every step of the way, working 
hard to provide leadership from the sidelines. 


+ Concordia misses Levi's scoring, especially his three-point shooting. In 2007-'08 he was 
the second leading scorer on the team, averaging 10 points a game. In 16 Quebec 
conference games, he made 43 three-pointers on 126 shots (34.1 per cent). 


- Levi transferred to Concordia after 1.5 years with the Saskatchewan Huskies basketball 
program. He joined the Stingers in September 2006 but was only eligible to play in late 
December. 


- Levi's father was an accomplished football player. Cleveland played football for the 
Saskatchewan Roughriders after finishing his three-year college career as an all-American 
linebacker (1973) at Oklahoma State. In 1974, he was drafted in the fifth round by the 
Miami Dolphins. The Texas native headed north to play for the Roughriders in 1976. That 
year he was the MVP defence in Saskatchewan’s 23-20 Grey Cup loss to Ottawa. His playing 
days with the ‘Riders came to an end in 1980 but Cleveland remains a fan favorite. He was 
named to Saskatchewan’s all-century team and was also inducted in the ‘Riders Plaza of 
Honor in 2000. 


* Levi set a high school (Balfour Collegiate) and RIBL record when he scored a career-high 
64 points (25-39 FGs, 10-20 3FGs, 4-6 FTs) in a 113-66 victory over Regina LeBoldus on Dec. 
19, 2002 in Regina. 


- Levi was born in Texas but moved to Regina when he was three years old. He is now a 
Canadian citizen.

* Pierre Thompson was MVP of his high school basketball team at Notre Dame Secondary 
School in 2005. 


* He was Concordia basketball’s rookie of the year in 2006.

At six-foot-six and 240 pounds it’s no surprise that Desmond Murphy was an all-star 
football player at Loyola high school in Montreal. He was also an outstanding basketball 
player and helped his Loyola Warriors win the Quebec provincial championship in 
2002-03. He was a captain of both teams at Loyola. 


Desmond's involvement with the Stingers carries on a family tradition. His father Harold 
was also wore the school colors. He played basketball at Loyola College, which merged 
with Sir George Williams University in 1974 to form Concordia. Harold worked at 
Concordia as a manager of compensation services in the human resources department. He 
rarely misses a Stingers game. 


* Desmond would like to work with children when he moves on to a career. He is 
considering community organizations. 


Desmond's sister Lizanne was the captain of Hoftstra University women’s basketball team 
in 2006-07. In her four years in the U.S. she has scored more than 1,000 points and was 
fourth on Hofstra’s all-time scoring and rebounding lists. The six-foot-one forward 
attended Dawson College in Montreal and played Blues basketball just like her brother 
Desmond.

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Buckley buoys Stingers’ hoops hopes 

Standout point-guard Damian joins brother Dwayne as No. 7-ranked 
Concordia begins CIS title quest

Stingers point-guard Damian Buckley believes things happen in life for a reason. 


He graduated from Vanier College as a two-time all-Canadian and was offered an athletic scholarship to an American university. 
But he turned it down because he was about to become a father. 


"Because of the baby, | decided to stay in Montreal," said the 23-year-old, who is in his fourth season with Concordia. "Quasy is 
3 now, old enough to watch me play. It's something that you can't really grasp. It's unusual for a guy to go through university with 
a child, going to classes and playing a sport. | don't know too many guys who've been in that situation. 


"But for me, having the child when | did was great because it's how | came to Concordia. It's been great ever since I've been 
here." 

This season, Buckley is a top candidate to be named the outstanding basketball player in Canadian Interuniversity Sport. And one 
of his biggest supporters is older brother Dwayne, who is in his fifth and final year at Concordia and is also one of the most 


talented players in the country. 


"Damian's carried us this season," said Dwayne, who is two inches taller and 18 months older than his brother. 


"There's not much else you can say. It's a fact. He's had a great season, really taken on a big leadership role. It's fun for me 
watching him, but especially playing alongside him." 

The Buckley brothers will be in action tonight when the Stingers host the Université du Québec a Montréal Citadins in the 
conference final. Tip-off is at 7 p.m. at the Concordia Gym, which is sold out. The winner will advance to the CIS Final Eight 


tournament March 12-15 in Ottawa. 


A lot of the attention tonight will be focused on Damian, who was named conference player of the year after earning a second- 


team all-Canadian nod last year. 
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Damian is the engine for Concordia, which is ranked seventh in the country after winning the Quebec conference regular-season 
title with a 12-4 record. He's an all-around player who was among the best in Quebec in scoring, averaging nearly 20 points, five 
assists and four steals per game. 


On Feb. 7, Damian reached the 1,000 mark in career regular-season points in his 55th game, scoring a team-high 19 points in a 
75-66 win over the Laval Rouge et Or. 


"I've had a pretty good year," Damian said modestly. "Actually, | think it's been better than last year, when | had a lot of 30-point- 
plus games. This year, I've felt more at ease about things. The weight lifted off my shoulders a bit. 


"| didn't really go on any scoring explosions because there really was no need to. All the other guys have done their jobs to get 
us where we are. It wasn't just me." 


Damian's brother is one of three Concordia seniors in their last year, along with 6-foot-7 centre Jamal Gallier and shooting guard 
Levi Vann. With Damian, all four went to the nationals two years ago, where Concordia settled for consolation honours. Dwayne, 
Gallier and Vann were also there in 2005, when the Stingers fell 68-48 to Carleton in the gold-medal game. 


"I'd like to take this season as far as possible, not only for Dwayne, but for all the fifth-year guys," Damian said. 


"They're a special group, have been here for all four years I've been here. Nothing would be sweeter than to help them get to that 
final game (at nationals) again. 


"We have the opportunity. It starts by winning (tonight)."
